Subject: —Import Policy for Electric Motors for July-December, 1956 period—Part 
II, S. No. 3i(d)—Other types of Motors. 

No. 60 ITC(PN)/56.—Attention of the importers is Invited to remark (Hi) 
against sub-item No. 32 (d)/Il of the Import Trade Control Policy Book for July- 
December, 1956, according to which— 

“Not more than 25% of the face value of licences granted under this sub- 
item can be utilised for imports of Slipring and Squirrel cage Motors 
upto 7S Horse Power.” 

2 In view of there being no indigenous angle for the following two types of 
motors (a) Slipring Motors below 10 H P; and (b) Flame Proof/Explosion Proof 
Motors of all ratings, jl has been decided that the face value restriction in question 
should not apply to such motors. 

3. Accordingly, the above cited remark may be deemed to have been initially 
substituted by the follcrwing remark with effect from the 1st July, 1956;—- 

"Not more than 25% of the face value of licences granted under this sub- 
item can be utilised for imports of SUprlng and Squirrel cage Motors 
upto 75 Horse Power: but thlg restriction will not apply to (a) Slipring 
Motors below 10 H.P. and (b) Flame Proof/Explosion Proof Motors 
of all ratings.”
